A DUBIOUS 
DECISION 


The Government’s _announce- 
ment terminating its liability to 
contribute dollar for dollar to 
the War Memorial Fund as 
from December 31 is calculft- 
ed to arouse mixed — feel- 
ings, few of them particularly 
complimentary. Apart from any- 
else, it comes curiously 
from a government which re- 
garded $250,000 as ample pro- 
vision in the annual Budget for 
this commitment, that it should 
now describe public donations 
totalling $1,500,000 as. dis- 
appointing. Doubtless the 
response could, — and 
should, have been. more generous 
than it has been, having regard 
to the special objects to which 
the funds are being devoted, but 
that granted, this sudden piece 
of wisdam after the event could 
casily come rmuss-to those indivi- 
duals and comparties. who have 
made their: contribution to the 
really not — unsubstantial total 
nhendy achieved. We can prob- 
ably accept that behind the official 
decision there lies what may ‘seem 
to be a Jaudable enough imme: 
diate objective. It must” be 
apreed that the War Memorial 
Fund Committee, if not the 
gavernnicnt, has reason to be im- 
pressed with the magnitude of 
the task that it has undertaken. 
and it is widely realised that a 
lurge increase in available funds 
is essential if it is to be carried 
aut on ‘the scale originally con- 
templated. Miscalculations have 
been many, and the claims upon 
the Fund have proved enormous- 
ly greater riumerically than ap- 
pears to have been anticipated. The 
‘circumstances are such, too, that 
the Fund can be of permanent 
and Jasting value, able to carry 
through7its obligations, as defined 
in the Ordinance, successfully ta 
the end, only if its available re- 
sources are Inrge enough initially 
to permit the capitalisation of 1 
not inconsiderable proportion, 
the cr n, that is, of some 
“form of endowment. — The pri: 
tary intention behind the Gov- 
ernment's announcement, there: 
Yore, may be seen as the stimula: 
tion af those who intend to give, 
to make their gift quickly, as the 
adding of a new_incentive to do 
so—to make Government | pay 
aise. In this sense, the warning, 
if so it may be called, exposes 
itself to less criticism. We are 
atill of the opinion, nevertheless, 
that the stimulus could have 
beech imparted:',in a happier, 
and ethically more correct, man- 
ner, It must not be forgotten 
that the War Memorial Fund’s 
responsibilities are, many of*them, 
lifted from the shoulders of gov- 
ernment, -Provition for the wel- 
fare of widows and osphans of 
men who laid down ‘their lives 
for this Colony,’ during -hostili- 
ties ‘or the Japanese Occupation, 
is hardly..n. duty that Govern- 
ment could discard should the 
Fund finally prove inadequate to 
accomplish fts . full’ . purposes.
